President Roosevelt Favors Peace
Between Japan and Russia,

!
CONFERENCE WITH CASSIN

Prolongation of the War the President
Bolieves will not Result in Victory

for the Russian arms and only Serve
to Increase Japan's Demands.,

——

Washington, June 2.—The president
today struck a blow for peace i the
Far East. In conference at the Waite
House this aftérnoon with Count Cas
sinl, the Russian ambassador, the pres-
ident expressed an earnest wish that
Russia would forthwith conclude peace
with Japan. The prolongation of the
war, he believes, will not result in In
a vietory for the Russian arms and can
only serve to Increase Japan's demands
and render it more dificult in drafting
a treaty of peace which the cgar as
well as the Mikado can sign

Thea president spoke, he sald, as a
friend of Russia, no less than of Japan,
and in behalf not only of the Waah-
ington government but in the interests
of humanity, Untll his words hava
reached Tsarskce Belo and have be
communicated to Emperor Nicholas in
